Tired ‘of waiting for her 
husband, Fred E. Alford, ex- 
city manager of Ontario, pa- 
roled in January from San 
Quentin, to come home, Mrs.

Mrs. Alford, the faithful 
wife of the grafter, asks a 
divorce on the chargé that Al- 
ford. was convicted of a felony 
—a ground for divorce provid- 
ed in the California laws. She 
asks $50 per month - alimony 
for the support of her eight- 
year-old son, Edward, but 
nothing for herself. 

Although Mrs. Alford wait- 
ed patiently for her husband’s 
release from prison, she did 
not_ know he was paroled in 
January until told by newspa- 
per reporters. She left On- 
tario, tired of community gos- 
sip and of being pointed out 
as the wife of Alford, going to 
Los ‘Angeles ‘whére she operat- 
ed a beauty parlor to earn a 
livelihood for herself and son, 

Alford, who is in Oakland, 
employed as the manager of 
an exclusive confectionery, has 
not correspondtd with his wife 
nor has he seen her since his 
parole, ~according-to Mrs. Al- 
ford’s attorney, Caryl M. Shel- 
don. . Mrs. Alford is living 
with her brother, Clarence 
Halfpenny, in Los Angeles. 

Employed as cashier of the 
store in which Alford is man- 
ager is Miss Erna Lampson, 
the former personal secretary 
of Alford and who was accus- 
ed of perjury after she testi- 
fied in Alford’s behalf at his 
trial. While in Oakland a 
few weeks ago, Fred G. Fal- 
lis, Ontario business man, en- 
tered the confectionery and 
met Miss Lampson, who _ is 
known as ‘‘Mrs. Richardson’’ 
in the store. 


Alford was paroled after 
serving 18 months ofa _ sen- 
tence of from one to 10 years 
for the theft of $80,000 while 
acting as city manager of On- 
tario over a period of years. 
When. he. left for prison, he 
announced he had made a 
property settlement with Mrs. 
Alford, giving her the family 
home in Ontario. -Mrs. Alford 
sold the home © to» Superior 
Judge Benjamin F. Warmer 
and moved to Los Angeles, ex- 
plaining that she could not 
stand the humiliation she suf. 
fered in Ontario. * 

A few weeks after Alford’s 
release she said she would wait 
until he convinced her that he 
was not coming home before 
filing suit for divorce.

“Shin Plasters’’ Among Col- 
lection. They Were Issued 
in 1861 to 1863. Origin of 

| ‘‘Two-Bits’’ Seen in Changes 


Everyone in Upland has money, 








but perhaps no one has more 
varieties than A. N. Baker of 
San Antonio Heights, who has 


one of the best collections of coins 
‘we have seen. The majority are 
of this country’s minting, but he 
has many others, each with a his- 
tory. One is mentioned in the 
Bible as the “widow’s mite,” an 
oblong copper coin, and there 
were pieces of money in use be- 
fore the time of Christ, as well 
as currency of the early Chris- 
tian era. 

Some of the most interesting is 
the paper money issued by the 
first congress of the United States 
at Philadelphia. Mr. Baker has 
a fifty-dolar note 3x4 inches, 
which was put out September 26, 
1778, and one earlier one value 
$6.00, dated April 10th, 1775, is- 
sued by the Assembly of Mary- 
land eat Annapolis. In 1832 the 
ppt ran short of fraction- 

currency, and Mr. Baker has 
a 50-cent piece of that date with 
a third cut off, making it worth 
only 37144 cents. It was the eas- 
iest way to make change, and the 
piece cut off was called a “bit,” 
evidently-the origin of the expres- 
sion “two-bits,” meaning a quar- 
ter. . 

“Shin plasters” are also in Mr. 
Baker’s collection, issued by the 
American government from 1861 
to ’63 as legal tender. They were 
in common use during the Civil 
War, and Mr. Baker has some 
5, 10, 15, 25 and 50-cent value. 
He also has some 3-cent silver 
pieces, which are, of course, now 
out of date. 

Just a few dollars, dimes, farth- 
sous, rupees, centavos and 
as forth were brought to the News 
office by Mr. Baker recently, but 

enough to be of great interest, 
| and as Mr. Baker said, “enough 
to talk about for three hours with- 
out stopping or mentioning the 
same coin twice.” 

The average person would be 
interested and the coin collector 
go wild over Mr. Baker's collec- 
tion. He is always pleased to 
show his monies to anyone, and 
has stories of each piece.

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Laws to Protect Mountains 


(Colton Courier) 

In spite of all efforts to minimize the dan- 
ger of smokers in the mountains, those who 
are responsible for the safety of the valuable 
watersheds realize that this source of moun- 
tain fires is a hazard of no small proportion. 
Lighted cigars and cigarettes which are care- 
lessly thrown away rank equally with aban- 
doned fires in starting the blazes, according to 
those who know. 

It is claimed that ninety per cent of all 
forest fires may be attributed to carelessness 
and in the fight against the fires attention 
has been brought to the carelessness and neg- 
ligence of those who persist in smoking while 
driving or walking in the mountains. Since 
the federal law prohibiting the throwing of 
lighted cigarettes, cigars, or any ignited sub- 
stance from vehicles in the boundaries of na- 
tional forests has not been found sufficiently 
drastic to protect the mountain forests the 
county supervisors have taken action to pass 
an anti-smoking ordinance which will make 
it a crime to smoke anywhere in the moun- 
tains of this county except at established 
camps or resorts or places of habitation. 

To those who have known of the desperate 
efforts necessary each year to gain control of 
the devastating blazes which sweep the moun- 
tain sides this precautionary measure is rec- 
ognized as necessary but to others who feel 
that every man’s duty to his country and his 
fellow-man would prohibit him from doing 
anything which might lead to such a catastro- 
phe, it naturally seems superfluous. 

Terrifie blazes of the past have proved that 
people themselves are not sufficiently careful 
to save the precious watersheds and the only 
course left open is to enact such stringent 
laws and provide sufficient officers to en- 
force them that it will be impossible for peo- 
ple whose sense of justice is dulled to endan- 
ger the lives and property of others threugh 
carelessness. The supervisors are to be com- 
mended upon their action yesterday. 

Many a conscientious camper pours water 
on his fire and thinks it is out, but unless the 
soil is thoroughly soaked, the chanees are 
that enough fire remains in the rotten wood 
and leaves to come to life after the water 
poured on to quench it has been dried out. 
A rigorous campaign of educating every per- 
son crossing forest boundaries, as to where it 
is safe to build fires, and how to thoroughly 
quench them, might do some real good. The 
criminally careless and wilfully malicious in- 
dividuals who cause forest fires are doubtless 
too: few in number to account for the preva- 
lente of fires during the past few years. 

It is questionable whether enough attention 
is given to the natural causes of forest fires— 
spontaneous combustion, lightning, broken 
bits of. glass which, as_ the earth rotates, 
bring the sun’s. rays into foeus upon Ary 
leaves and grass. These are causes which 
eannot be corrected by legislation or ednea- 
tion. They require persistent watchfulness.

Owens Valley Side 


(Riverside Enterprise) 

I. @. Lewis, who is well known in River- 
side, having spent several months here in 
charge of publicity against the water and 
power act two years ago, is handling pub- 
licity relative to the Owens River Valley con- 
troversy with Los Angeles. He has issued the 
following statement of the valley point of 
view: 

‘Complete organization of the Owens Val- 
ley Reparations Association was effected June 
18 by the election of a full board of directors, 
and adoption of the legal steps necessary un- 
_der the corporation laws of the state. The as- 
sociation is now about ready to take full ad- 
vantage of the reparations law passed by the 
last legislature. 


“The law, which goes into effect July 26, 


authorizes cities, and cities and counties to 
enter into negotiations, in practically any 
manner, with communitities from which wa- 
ter is being taken for domestic, or other use, 
and to arrive at and pay any damages, or 
reparations, or indemnities, that may be mu- 
tually egreed upon. 

‘Should no agreement be reached, the com- 
munities suffering damage, as has Owens Val- 
ley from the operation of the Los Angeles 
aqueduct, may bring suit, and the act author- 
izes the city to pay such damages. : 

‘‘Los Angeles officials offered resistance to 
the passage of this act. After the legislature 
had repudiated them they claimed that the 
act is unconstitutional. Both the states of 
New York and Massachusetts have similar 
sets and both have stood the tests of the 
courts. 

‘‘In both states farms were declared a 
‘business’ within the meaning of the law, and 
in both states damages already sustained, and 
to be sustained, were taken into consideration. 
Practically every decision recites as a rule of 
procedure an admonition. to the city to deal 
liberally. and all decisions come under that 
interpretation of the law, which declares that 
a ity having been delegated certain powers 
by’ the state as set forth in its city charter, 
the city may never do less than the law pro- 
vides; and must ‘n every case do more than 
the strict letter of the law calls for.’’

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California’s Inland Sea 





Lake Tahoe, emerald setting in 
a rim of towering peaks of white, 
claimed the thirty-seventh outing 
of the California Press Associa- 
tion. June 6-13. It was a restful 
week, compassing ali the delights 
of summe~ time in the high 
Sierras—fishing, boating, rides on 
mountain highways, snow sports, 
tramps through pineclad  glens 
and caverns—and all the comforts 
of a modern hostelry, Tahoe Tav- 
ern, premier of the lake resorts. 

Semething over a hundred com- 
prised the editorial party, starting 
at San Francisco and taking on 
recruits at Oakland and Sacra- 
mento, and going to Tahoe Tevern 
via the Southern Pacific and Lake 
Tahoe railroads. Especially to 
those unacquainted with the scenic 
wonders of the American canyon 
country the trip itself was a new 
revelation of California’s chang- 
ing beauty, and the days succeed- 
ing gave added evidences of the 


/charm of outdoor life among the 


summit ridges and crests str- 
rounding the inland sea that heart- 
ened -the goldseekers of °'49 as 
they wended their weary way 
across the plains and deserts of 
the overiand trail in “the days 
of old, the days of gold.” 


Governor Richardson, president 
of the association, arranged just 
enough special events to vary the 
monotony of a lazy week, but the 
younger and more strenuous of 
the party were given opportunity 
to enjoy any number of improvis- 
ed excursions to points of interest 
about the lake. Dancing, bowling, 
billiards and other amusements 
were offered at the pavilion for 
the evenings, and the cool, green 
forest and rippling streams gave 
opportunity for horseback trips, 
hiking, mountain climbing, trout 
fishing and camp fires. The young- 
er folk found tennis and other 
vigorous sport aplenty. 

Steamer Trip Around Lake 

Lake Tahoe is 23 miles long, 18 
miles wide, and down through the 
clearness of its great depths the 
water is brilliantly transparent. 
The beauty of the lake never dulls 
and the loveliness of color contrast 
grows with longer and closer ac- 
quaintance. Mark Twain, over 50 
years ago, wrote: “At last the 
lake bursts upon us—a noble sheet 
of blue water lifted 6,300 feet 
above the level of the sea, and 
walled in by a brim of snowclad 
peaks that towered aloft 3,000 
feet higher still. I thought 
it must surely be the fairest pic- 
ture the whole earth affords.” 

And it was this panorama of the 
American Alps, famed in song and 
story, that the editorial party view- 
ed in a steamer trip to the far- 
her reaches of the lake on Wed- 
nesday. Emerald Bay, Cave Rock, 
the sandy shoals of Tallac, and 
the shoreline’s changing mountain 
wonders were some of the en- 
trancing delights. 

Annual Banquet - 

On the same evening—Wednes- 
day—was held the annual ban- 
quet, with tables artistically ar- 
ranged and beautifully decorated 
at the Tavern dining room. The 
piece de resistance was a colossal 
cake, some three feet square, car- 
ried by white-jacketed waiters and 
preceded by Miss Conrad in spec 
ially-made costume. Miss Conrad, 
daughter of the Huntington Beach 
editor, is a character dancer on 
the Orpheum circuit, and in pre- 
genting to Governor Richardson 
the huge cake, on which was 
mounted a replica of the state 
capitol, the sprightly dancing 
sprite won the hearts and the 
generous applause of the editorial 
party. 

Governor Richardson, as presi- 
dent of the association, was toast- 
master, and brief responses were 
made by J. R. Gabbert, editor of 
the Riverside Enterprise: and pres- 
ident of the Southern California 
Editorial Association; Wade 1H.

Visit to |RUSH PULMOTOR 


IN-VAIN ATTEMPT 
T0 REVIVE MAN 


Rushing of a pulmotor from 
Ontario and hours of frantic 
working at artificial respira- 
tion were vain attempts yes- 
terday to restore life to How- 
ard Waterman, 24, of Pasa- 
dena, after he was found ap- 
parently dead in Big Bear 
Lake. 

Waterman, who was vaca- 
tioning in Big Bear °Valley 
with his parents, left Moon 
Camp on the north side of the 
lake at 9 o’clock, At a point 
half a mile from the camp, 
Waterman took off his shoes 
and stockings to wade in the 
lake. It is believed he step- 
ped into a hole deyond his 
depth. 

Waterman was believed alive 
by workmen when they res- 
cued him unconscious from the 
lake. A physician was called 
and for four hours. the guests 
at the camps and others work- 
ed over the body. The grief- 
stricken parents stood by, 
praying for his recovery. — 

A call was sent to Ontario, 
where an airplane was for- 
merly operated into Big Bear 
Valley, for a pulmotor. The 
airplane no longer operates. 
Blake Draper and. Lee Craig, 
of the Ontario Fire Depart- 
ment obtained the fire depart- 
ment’s pulmotor and began a 
dash into the mountains in an 
automobile. 

Draper and Craig arrived at 
Moon Camp at 3 o’¢lock. The 
rescue workers were still over 
the unconscious—or dead— 
body, working frantically. The 
pulmotor was applied but un- 
successfuly. After an hour’s 
work with the device, the task 
was admitted lost. 

The drowning was the first 
to be reported this season in 
the San Bernardino Mountains.

In the foreground beneath you 
thousands of lights glisten like 
diamonds in a sea of deep blue, 
while in the distance great waves 
of light mark the business centers 
of numerous towns. Los Angeles’ 
business center appears as an 
ocean of light. 

The Mt. Lowe incline railway 
is a thrill in itself. The length 
of the incline is 3,000 feet and 
you go up on a grade of 61 per 
cent for 1,245 feet, and a part of 
the time the grade is 62 per cent, 
then reduces to 48 per cent. When 
you reach the incline’s top, be 
sure and see the machinery in the 
power station that brought ‘you

From the top of the incline the 
trolley line winds itself around the

Upon a thorough inspection of 
‘the foothill district, I found that 


.|the sand. which had continually 


washed down for many centuries 
from the steep mountain slopes 
would not make a substantial road 
bed such as was found, higher up, 
‘and some means other than a trol- 
‘ley line must be devised for reach- 
ing Echo Mountain. The idea of 
building a cable Incline presented 
itself and was at once adopted—an 
‘Incline which was to make the 
builder famous throughout the en- 
tire world, for no one who glances 
up the steep ascent now traversed 
by the slowly moving cars can 


windlass, at times as many as 
eight teams of horses being used. 
It required two hours to draw up 
the cable from below. The. same 
trip is now easily made in six 
j minutes. 


| It took eight long months to 
make the cut through Granite 
Gorge, where every man who could 
be used to advantage was kept 
busy, as the rock had to be 
brought up about fifty yards and 
dumped into the canyon. Then 
we began to build the McPherson 
trestle. We found this a very lab- 
orious task, to haul up the heavy 
timbers necessary for its con- 
struction and put them in place. 
This trestle is two hundred feet 
long, and one hundred feet higher 
at the top than at the bottom. At 
last we were rewarded for our ef- 
forts by having the last timber in 
its place and we surveyed it with 
a great deal of pride. The work 
was now progressing more rapidly. 

I intended to build a fourrail 
line, but I found that in places it 
would be necessary to build re- 
taining walls twenty or twenty- 
five feet high, instead of only from 
four to five feet if only three rails 
were used; but how to make the 
cars pass in the center was my 
next problem. The solution of 
this difficulty required some time. 
One night after retiring, the 
thought came to me of building a 
“turnout.” The idea took com- 
plete possession of me, so I arose 
and made a drawing, adopting and 
carrying out the idea in construct- 
ing the turn-out soon thereafter, 
and it remains unchanged to this 
day. 

The work was pushed: rapidly 
forward and in the meantime I 
‘was studying on plans of the hoist- 
ing machinery. Previous to this, 
similar cables were made to wind 
around a drum, but I decided that 
a wheel équipped with automatic 
grips would lengthen the life of 
the cable, cause less friction, and 
be easier of operation. Such a 
wheel was designed and manu- 
factured; it contained seventy-two 
automatic grips and proved a great 
improvement over the old system. 


I had always believed in the 
power of electricity, and during 
the months when sufficient water 
was running in Rubio Canyon it 
was made to turn water-wheels to 
generate the electricity for the 
operation of the Incline. The 
twater was allowed to flow down 
a few hundred feet below the 
wheels into a reservoir and used 
again at will, Afterwards two 
hundred horsepower gas engines 
were installed at Echo Mountain, 
the gas being piped from Pasa- 
dena to generate the power. This 
system was in successful opera- 
tion for several years, then a 
power house was installed at Echo

and conveyed to the machinery by 
means of large copper cables. 

After working steadily for about 
18 months the road was complet- 
ed and opened to passenger trav- 
el July 4, 1893. The first car mak- 
ing the ascent of the Incline con- 
tained the members of a brass 
band, and upon being asked what 
they should play, someone suggest- 
ed it be “Nearer My God to Thee,” 
which was done. As the car arose 
it passed through a cloud out of 
sight rfom those below. All stood 
transfixed to the spot, gazing in 
amazement as the “White Char- 
iot"” slowly rose. the music was 
heard less distinctly, dimmer and 
dimmer it grew. until no sound 
was audible to those below, and 
then out of the clouds came the 
other “White Chariot” and stopped 
gracefully at their feet. It 
a most remarkable and impressive 
scene not soon forgotten by those 
present.

such as Mount Lowe will be to my 
name when I shall have passed 
away.
